Saw Evils Attendant 
on Unfair Jury Trial 


“A mockery and a snare.” With 
this well-known phrase two famous 
names are closely connected, those of 
the Irish “Liberator,” Daniel O'’Con- 
nell, and Lord Chief Justice Denman 
Most people know that O'Connell 
started the agitation which ended in 
the definite establishment of the Irish 
Free State. 

O'Connell had been the chief agent 
in stirring up the Irish people to de- 
mand the repeal of the union. For 
this he was brought to trial by Sir 
Robert Peel’s government, and a jury 
found him gullty. The case was 
eventually carried to the house of 
lords, and it was at this juncture that 
the paths of these two great men 
crossed. 

Denman was a little younger than 


O'Connell and was at that time the 
greatest lawyer in the land. He was a 
fine orator, and eventually became 
lord chief justice. 

Lord Denman presided over the 
house of lords tribunal in the famous 
case of “O'Connell and Others v. the 
Queen” in 1844, and in giving judg- 
ment which reversed the earlier one 
and released O'Connell, he said: “If 
{t fs possible that such a practice as 
that which has taken place in the 
present instance should be allowed 
to pass without a remedy (and no 
other remedy has been suggested), 
trial by jury, instead of being a se- 
curity to persons who are accused, 
will be a delusion, a mockery, and a

Then he had to wash his hands and 
face in water on which the morning 
sun had not shone, to say a prayer to 
Adonis seven times and tie a cake of 
bread round his neck. 

At the some time he had to lend 
the witch a carriage, he had to get 
the heart of a white toad and tie it 
with three feathers under the seat of 
a bicycle he had bought for the 
wizard who assisted the witch. He 
provided 80 yards of English cloth 
to darken the room in which the witch 
called up spirits, and 1,200 marks of 
good money went from his pockets to 
hers. 

If the witch, in private life a farm- 
er’s wife, and the wizard, a shoemak- 
er, had been genuine Frederick Riek 
would not have complained, but they 
were nothing less than a false witch 
and wizard, in fact, common swin- 
dlers. 

They were unable to prove their 
qualifications to practice the black 
art, and the witch got three months’ 
and the wizard six months’ imprison- 
ment for fraud.

Some Crime Facts 

For striking statements of fact and 
keen analysis, a professor at the Yale 
Law school hits the nail on the head 
when speaking on the crime situation in 
this country. Reprinted below is an 
editorial from the Boston Herald giving 
the professor's views. 


An average of six policeman are killed by 
gunmen to every murderer who goes to the 
electric chair or the gallows. 

Only 34 per cent of our murderers ever get 
on trial, and only 1 per cent of them pay the 
extreme penalty. 

In this country 350,000 men make crime 
their profession, and make a living out of it. 

Crimes of violence in this country, in pro- 
yortion to population, are double those in 
Tealy, commonly regarded as the scene of 
much criminality. 

Our annual direct loss to business through 
crime amounts to $4,000,000,000. Its in- 
direct cost for police protection and the 
machinery for crime suppression amounts to 
half as much more, all paid out of the cost 
of the living of the masses. 

These facts we derive from an address 
given at Ithaca by a professor in the Yale Law 
school. He attempts to answer the question 
why our crime record is so bad. He says it 
is not prohibition, it is not our criminal law- 
yers, but it is the attitude of the American 
people. This he describes as follows: 

he moment a man is arrested and put 
on trial for a crime, the public takes the 
attitude that a game is on, They see the poor, 
lone, unbefriended defendant on one 
side, with the uniformed, powerful hosts of 
the law on the other, with money behind 
them. So they begin to root for the defend- 
ant, who seems to be playing a losing game. 

The newspapers give long, emotional re- 

orts of the bravery, the heroism of the de- 
feridait, and the way he stands up under the 
strain. In some strange manner, popular 
psychology comes to see the defendant as a 
martyr to the cause of liberty. 

The Herald makes no comment on 
these figures. Perhaps it assumes that 
the professor knows what he is talking 
about and thinks that his figures speak 
all too well for themselves. 


350,000 members in its ranks it is on a 
par with some of the most thoroughly 
established industries in the country. 

The large number of policemen killed 
in proportion to the gunmen sentenced 
to death, and the small percentage of 
murderers who ever get on trial have 
especial significance in Andover. Our 
own record in this respect is so shameful 
that it only helps to lower the national 
average for our murdered policeman is 
still unavenged. 

In short, we are one of the wildest, 
one of the most barnarous nations in 
the civilized world — yet at the same 
time, painfully sympathetic toward the 
accused. Consider for a moment the 
recent case of the three Waltham car- 
barn murderers, and how a large part 
of the public, forgetting the dead 
watchman, turned to the aid of the 
condemned slayers. 

For the laxness of criminal justice 
some blame the police and others blame 
the courts, but at bottom we venture to 
say that public opinion itself is responsi- 
ble. 

Re-read the wise words from the 
Yale professor's mouth: they will repay 
your time one-hundred fold.

The plan provides for a triangular work- 
room containing 1464 ‘square’ feet with 
windows on two sides; a tmaster’s room 
Perit 162 feet; and a public lobby con- 
taining 732 square feet, making a total of 
2368 feet. Access to this lobby is by a corri- 
dor containing 420 square feet. A driveway 
around the rear of the building would provide 
for entrance and exit from the workroom. 

The plan provides for removing the parti- 
tion at the end of the corridor as it now 
stands, and replacing it with one partly of 
glass. The stairway would be torn out, 
throwing that space into the public lobby. 

The space including workroom, post- 
master’s room, public lobby and entrance 
corridor aggregates only 2778 feet while the 
specifications call for at least 3,000. 

The portion of the building in question is 
occupied at present by A. A. Roesch as an 
automobile repair shop and was occupied by 
the post office previous to its removal to 
Essex street ten years ago.

Longer, Says Lawyer

Business and professional men work- 
ing under high nervous pressure do not 
live as long as 
men whose pur- 
sults keep them 
out of doors and 
active. Examine 
the records of 
longevity and you 
will find that on 
the average the 
longest-lived men 
are soldiers, sail- 
ors and farmers, 
all avocations 
which tend to 
keep a man at 
his physical best. 

Man, tn general, rolls down the hill 
of life fastest when his figure is 
rotund. “Leanness and longevity” is a 
good axiom for business men to re- 
member, If office workers would eat 
a little less, they would add years to 
their lives, 

Overfeeding is as dangerous to 

adults as underfeeding is to children. 
Foods difficult to digest, or which 
overstimulate, should be avolded by 
persons whose work does not require 
any particular amount of physical ex- 
ercise. Yet thousands of business 
men eat as much as or more than men 
who do manual labor. And, inevitably, 
nature rebels and sickness results. 
“ Many of the country’s foremost ex- 
ecutives eat but two meals a day, 
breakfast and dinner In the evening. 
They seek to keep the organs of the 
body from becoming clogged, Thou- 
sands of other business men confine 
themselves at noontime to custards, 
puddings, soups and other sustaining 
dishes made with milk, or evaporated 
milk, which is milk in its most sterile 
form, from which 60 per cent of the 
water has been removed by evapora- 
tion, Such a diet is light and readily 
assimilated, 

There is no more necessary lesson 
to be learned by the brain worker 
than how to keep well and healthy 
by proper attention to food habits,

Audience Only Judge 
of Scenes That “Go” 


As a rule, it is easy for the author 
to discover before rehearsals draw to 
an end where the weaknesses, If any, 
of his play exist. It is a pecullar thing 
that a play which reads well often 
acts badly, and vice versa, writes Cos- 
mo Hamilton in the Saturday Evening 
Post. 

I have noticed many times, with my 
own work and with the work of other 
men, that there are certain scenes 
which seem to be extraordinarily 
amusing on paper, dut which have only 
to be put to the test of rehearsal to 
drop head first into the pit in which, 
in less expensive days, the orchestra 
tuned up. It Is, too, quite impossible 
to ascertain, until a play has been 
well rehearsed, what lines are to be 
cut, what entrances altered and what 
exits are to be brought about with 
greater or less rapidity. 

It has been proved again and again 
how hopeless it is to make a true es- 
timate of a play's appeal to an audi- 
ence until it faces one. There are 
few authors and even fewer directors 
who dare to prophesy exactly how a 
play will take. Scenes which have 
been rehearsed for laughs and which 
have appealed to all concerned as be- 
ing extremely funny during rehearsal 
may be received with stony silence by 
the people in front on “the night.” 

Other scenes which appear to be 
trivial and unimportant may go with 
roars of laughter, while tragle mo- 
ments and those in which the whole 
drama of the play has been worked up 
to a high pitch may fizzle like damp 
gunpowder when put to the final test.

Value of Thermometer 


A man named Galileo invented a 
thermometer in 1592. The liquid was 
in an open vial, and there was no 
mark or scale to show temperatures. 
After a while a mark was used show-

Half a century later a man found 
he could make a thermometer of a 
glass tube with a bulb on one end, so 
by sealing the other end you could 
carry the thing about. Another half 
century or more passed, and Fahren- 
heit became Interested. He developed 
the thermometer until it was a prac- 
tical instrument, and by 1714 he had 
established his now famous Fahren- 
heit scale. 

That was over 200 years ago, says 
Good Hardware, yet people are just 
realizing how actually useful this in- 
strument is, For centuries it was 
looked upon with superstition; a score 
of years ago school children could tell 
you the owner of nearly every ther- 
mometer in town, The incubator, and

Thermometers are an important 
item now. They are in demand every 
day of the year among folks who have 
learned a little about thelr uses, 
Many people demand a specially de 
signed thermometer for each differ 
ent purpose.

Child’s Health 
Maintained By 
W holesomeDiet 


Modern educators are leaning more 
each year to the old Greek idea of 
rearing the citizens of the future. 
They are working on the principle of 
“a sound mind in a sound body.” 

Good health is built primarily on 
the foundation of right food. The 
sort of food the child has determines 
to a large extent the fitness of the 
man or woman. 

Children have to be taught to like 
the foods that are good for them much 
in the same way that they have to be 
taught arithmetic and history. Boys 
and girls are not born with any par- 
ticular desire for cereals or for bread. 
It’s up to their parents to see that 
they learn the rudiments of a bal- 
anced diet and the reason for such a 
diet. Firmness and patience are 
often necessary in the teaching, but 

, the job must be done. 

Many mothers unconsciously put 
their children under health handicaps 
by allowing them to use thelr own 
discretion in the matter of eating 
candy, fruit, nuts and cookies. By so 


doing they set a precedent in the 
matter of other foods and make the 
teaching of good nutrition harder, 

One or two articles are not enough 
to supply a child’s needs for a meal. 
In order that there be normal devel- 
opment, there must be variety. 

Fresh eggs, whole cereals, fruits in 
season and leafy vegetables should 
occupy an important part in the grow- 
ing child’s dietary. Then, too, a cer- 
tain amount of concentrated food is 
necessary for children, because rapid 
growth whets their appetites to a 
rasor edge, so that they crave more 
food than their systems can well dis- 
pose of. Evaporated milk, diluted 
with orange juice as a drink, or in 
custards or other baked foods, is es- 
pecially beneficial for the growing 
child for the reason that it is concen- 
trated to double the richness of or- 
dinary cow's milk and is entirely 
sterile as well. The can of evaporated 
milk solves the problem of obtaining 
perfectly pure milk, as well as the 
problem of lack of refrigeration facil- 
ities, since this type of milk will keep 
indefinitely in the can.

Juvenile Courts Doing Good Work in Proper | Climbers of Table 


Handling of Behavior Problems 


By PROF. THOMAS D. ELIOT, Northwestern University. 


UVENILE courts cannot stop crime as things are at present be- 
cause the community does not actually understand the functions 
and limitations of these courts. 

These courts used to be the last word in the prevention of 
crime, But crime is not prevented by calling it delinquency, nor is de- 
linquency prevented by calling it “behavior.” We still have an egregious 
crime situation in the original home-town of the juvenile court. Does 
this prove that the courts are coddling crime and that what is needed is 
more police? 

If by “police” is meant a reign of terror, “No.” Repression alone 
has proved itself inadequate. It merely makes criminals more careful. 

But if in the police function we include the protective and preven- 
tive; and if among the police personnel can be included trained social 
workers of either sex, detailed to such work, the police will be carrying 
out the spirit of the juvenile court, and will be going through and be- 
yond it, back to the normal non-court agencies of the community. 

The juvenile court has failed to stop crime because the community 
has overrated its possibilities, and has failed to recognize its limitations; 
and because the court has in most places failed to secure from the com- 
munity the necessary reforms which would really prevent delinquency. 
At the same time, the juvenile court is a step in the right direction, and 
must be thanked for pointing the way to the proper handling of be- 
havior problems before they reach the court.

Need for Restoring Vitality to United States 
Soil Imperative 


By DR. HARRISON E. HOWE, National Research Council. 


With a possible 150,000,000 to feed in 1950, the United States 
must make rapid advances in the science of soil conservation to meet 
its needs for larger crops. 

To feed this population, 38,000,000 more acres of land must be 
tilled, and a new vision of soil conservation caught in relation to civil- 
ization. 

In the United States the leading crops annually absorb about 17,- 
000,000,000 pounds of ammonia, phosphoric acid and potash, the farms 
themselves return to the soil in plant food not more than 8,700,000,000 
pounds, and last year another 2,400,000,000 pounds of plant food were 
supplied in the form of commercial fertilizer, it is found. This leaves 
a deficiency of some 5,900,000,000 pounds. 

Investigations show an even greater consumption of plant foods, 
and the need for replacing the chemical compounds required for plant 
growth is urgent. 


Nutritive Diet of Highest Importance to Well- 
Being of Human Race 


By MISS CAREY D. MILLER, University of Hawaii. 


While no attempt is made to deny the influence of heredity on the 
stature and build of a people, students of nutrition have given convine- 
ing proof of the effect of food on the physical well being, and they can 
assert that fine stature in a race or unmixed group of people is due to good 
food over a long period of time, while, conversely, poor physical makeup 
is due to poor food over many generations. 

The food habits of the Hawaiians when the islands were discovered 
were probably what they had been for centuries. at least since about 
1100 A. D. and probably from 800 A. D. to the time of the great migra- 
tion—or perhaps even since soon after 1 A. D. or thereabouts, which 
is considered to be somewhere near the year of the arrival of the first 
inhabitants. 

The Hawaiians ate 188 kinds of edible fish, thirty-one fowls, bread- 
fruit, ferns, bananas, yams, taro, poi, pandanus, and various types of 
seaweeds. Their diet differed from that of other fine races in that they 
had no milk, no cod liver oil, and no whole grains. 


Improper Diet and Overwork Responsible for 
Early Deaths of Business Men 


By DR. MILTON J. RAISBECK, New York. 


Lack of exercise, improper diet and long hours of work are’ short- 
ening the life of the American business man. 

Overeating and lack of outdoor exercise and regular vacations, are 
some of the contributory factors to these diseases, which are carrying 
people off before their time. Loas of rest and improper diet forced on the 
traveling man and woman, and, in the case of some housewives who use 
canned goods at all times instead of fresh vegetables, are other serious 
factors. ; ug 

It has been found that there is a relation between acidity of the 
blood and high blood pressure. In the past, in dieting to reduce blood 
pressure, the patient has stopped eating meat, but meat is not sufficient 
alone, as corn, rice and cereals are acid producing foods, 

The new method of treating is to eliminate all foods which produce 
acids. Fresh vegetables are good alkaline foods.

Table mountain attracts scores of 
new climbers on every public holiday, 
and {t Is then that the most tragedies 
occur, Often the body of a lonely 
climber Is not found for several weeks, 
so vast Is the area to be searched.—

Suffer Under Torture 


The disappearance of many cruel 
methods of punishment, practiced in 
the past, has been recalled by the 
abolition of the bastinado in Turkey, 
a system by which the victim suffered 
many hours of agony by a long-con- 
tinued series of light blows, hardly 
more than tapping. In 315 Constan- 
tine abolished the punishment of 
crucifixion, less, perhaps, for reasons 
of humanity than of religion. It was 
largely under religious auspices that 
the practice of burning to death was 
carried on till the Seventeenth cen- 
tury; a witch was eveh burned at the 
stake at Dornoch in 1708. The rack 
was last used in 1640 on Archer, who 
took part in an attack on Laud’s pal- 
ace. The last to suffer the thumb- 
screw was Principal Carstares, at 
Holyrood, because of his connections 
with the Rye house plot (1683). 
“Peine forte et dure” (pressing to 
death), though it was not abolished 
till 1772, claimed a last victim at 
Cambridge assizes in 1741. The long 
queue of those who had stood in the 
pillory was brought up by Peter James 
Bossy, perjurer, who went through 
the ordeal on June 22, 1890.—London 
Times. }

First 24 Hours of Life 


Baby’s Hardest Time 


By MARIE K. JOHNSON 


Undernourlshment is one of the 
most common of the causes of infant 
mortality, accord- 
Ing to a survey 
recently underta- 
ken in Chicago. 
Statistics show 
that of 4,522 ba- 
bles under one 
year of age that 
died in 12 months, 
988 died in the 
first 24 hours. 

Eight hundred 
and seventy-six 
died in the first 
six days, exclu- 
sive of the first 
24 hours, and 1,798 died from the 
seventh day to the sixth month. Eight 
hundred and sixty died in the last six 
months of the year. The survey indl- 
cated that a surprisingly large num- 
ber of infants are artifically fed, 
which condition, doctors agree, had a 
marked bearing on their undernour- 
ished conditions. Naturally, no one 
food may prove satisfactory in every 
case, although the survey showed that 
evaporated milk in many cases had 
proved an excellent substitute for 
mother’s milk. This may be explained 
by reason of the fact that evaporated 
milk is simply pure, concentrated cow’s 
milk from which 60 per cent of the 
water has been removed. It contains 
practically every element necessary 
for good health and is consequently 
an excellent builder of bone and tis- 
sue. 

Although authorities on health rec- 
ommend evaporated milk as a baby 
food, like other substitutes for the 
natural supply, it should not be con- 
sidered as a food complete in Itself, 
Addition of orange or tomato juice, 
barley water or lime water is impor- 
tant In providing adequate diet for 
the infant. 

For babies, milk of dependable pur- 
ity is essential. Market milk will not 
keep for any length of time and Is also 
Mable to contamination, especially in 
hot weather, while evaporated milk, 
hermetically sealed in sterilized con- 
tainers, remains as fresh and pure as 
on the day it was canned. 

Sterility In evaporated milk, author- 
itles agree, is one of the most impor- 
tant points in its favor. In process- 
ing, evaporated milk is subjected to 
240 degrees heat for a half hour, 
thereby removing all possibility of 
bacterial life being present In the 
milk. Heat is the only preservative 
for this type of milk and the heat has 
the further beneficial effect of mak- 
ing the curds of milk more flocculent 
and easier to digest,

KEEPING 


TONSILLAR INFECTION

O* of the first regions which was 
carefully investigated in a search 
for focal infections were the tonsils. 
These are little gland-like bodies, lo- 
cated in the upper part of the throat. 
The tonsils in their normal condition 
are ubout the size of small hickory 
nuts. Each one contains a number of 
little openings called crypts. They 
secrete a mucous substance which 
serves to keep the back of the throat 
moist. 

Being at the back of the mouth, 
they are subject to all sorts of infec- 
tions and irritations, so that they 
readily become inflammed especially 
in childhood. If any pus germs lodge 
in the crypts and develop there, they 
cause an inflammation, or tonailitis 
or an abscess, which is popularly 
known as “quinsy.” As the tonsil is 
bound down tightly by bands of mem- 
brane, any swelling, either in a sim- 
ple tonsilitis or in quinsy Is extremely 
painful. Both quinsy and tonsilitis 
are acute conditions which appear, de- 
velop and pass away in the course of 
a few days or weeks. Children with 
chronic, enlarged or inflammed tonsils 
suffer much inconvenience on account 
of them, so that present-day practice 
is to remove these diseased tonsils, 
as they interfere with breathing, swal- 
lowing and articulation. 

In many people who do not have 
acute attacks of quinsy or tonsilitis, 
there 1s a chronic condition of infec- 
tion of the tonsils in which the crypts 
fill up with a cheesey kind of matter, 
which prevents them from draining 
and keeping the openings clear. This 
may never reach the point of acute 
inflammation, but may go on for years 
with more or less infection and the 
collection of poison in the deeper 
parts of the tonsils. This poison, if 
taken up by the blood and carried to 
different parts of the body, affects 
the weakest spot. In some per- 
sons, it may cause inflammation 
of the kidneys or a chronic Bright's 
disease; in other persons, where 
the stomach is Irritated, it may 
cause ulcer of the stomach; in 
other persons, it may irritate the 
inner lining of the heart, causing a 
heart disease; while in other persons, 
it affects the muscles and the joints, 
causing inflammatory rheumatism of 
the knees, ankles, wrists, elbows or 
shoulders; or it may attack one of the 
large nerve trunks of the body, caus- 
ing sciatica, lumbago, etc. These con- 
ditions, apparently entirely different, 
are due to the same cause: namely a 
central reservoir of infection, which 
ig carried by the blood stream all over 
the body, attacking the weakest polat.
